Loncloa now covurs 700 square 
ijiilea und conttiins -l.OOO.OOO i)f peo- 
j)lo. Tboro i.s a birth gvi.tv livo uiin- 
uies and a death every ei.;hL miuutt?s. 
Nine thpusand new housea aud 2S 
miles of new streets are built every 
year, aud in the enino period 40,000 
Koula are added to its population. 
There are more Jews in London than 
" in Paloatiue, more Irish than ia Dub- 
lin, more Scotchmen than in Edin- 
burgh, and Germans enouj^'b to mak(3 
an average German city. One of tlie 
charms of the city is iu its beautiful 
8tiuare.s, of which it has ouo for every 
day in tbo year, or about 3G.5 in all. 
Loni^o4 asjaioity ia not architectural- 
ly beautiful, but it surpasses the 
world in its interior decorations. Pie 
spoke of a visit to St. John's Gate, 
where the knights used to gather be- 
fore the Orusiide; later it was occupi- 
ed by Dr.-Johnson and Oliver Gold- 
smith, aa^ it was there they common- 
ced the piiblication of 'The Geutlo- 
nian's Magazine,' the first periodical 
publibhed in London; and it w.".ii 
there tbat David Garrick made bis 
first appearance. One curious inci- 
• dent was that a young man, a nephew 
of Macaulay, refused to rise when the 
National Autheni was sung,;but when 
he said tbat he did so from principle, 
ho was respected in it. Others when 
f questioned as to why they rose said, 
oneibecause it was a hymn; another 
becius'B cf loyalty to England, and 
another because be loved the Queen; 
and they finally justified the refusal 
to rise because no two of them could 
agree as to why they rose. An Eng- 
lishman rather likes an old custom, 
especially if it be so very old that it 
Has iio meaning at all. 

The guilds or city companies have 
entirely outgrown tlioir original de- 
sign and character; they only nomi- 
ijialiyjrepresont the different trades 
witiiotit including any active repre- 
Hcntativcs, and ihey liave so much 
money tbat they don't know what to 
do with it. Tbo great hospitals were 
originally started bv small subscrip- 
tions for the care of the sick, uut now 
they are supported by a poor law tax, 
and held millions of money piled up 
in sight of suffering, which cannot 
flow out by reason of .some technicali- 
ty relative to its bestowal. These 
taught the lesson that a bequest to an 
executor often tails into the hands of 
anjexeoutor. The same was true of 
many of the old customs of charity, 
which wore still conlinupd as they 
wore a hundred years ago. In (his 
• connection ho made allusion to the 
grea^gift of George Peubody, which 
ne said was accomplishiag about as 
little as so much money can. Those 
city corporations were perpetuated Ijy 
the fact tbat uohmly was responsible 
for it. They wcro connjosed of men 
of eminent respectability, and no man 
vrho-eyetJiad a note protested, even 
jf by {ifcoident, could ever hold ofli('e 
in them. Ho then ])r()ce('dc(l to kIiow 
that all that England has to show in 
the way of lustre was fictitious. The 
Queen exists because she knows that 
she is ft flag. If she should die and 
a wffX figure were i)ut in her place 
r- without the change being known, 
tilings would go on for years just as 
they are doing now. For the past 
fifte^ou years she might as well not 
exiated; Therera" of Elizabeth 
made by the oxorciae of a woman'B 
will, but the prosout fjiorh was made 
j^'^flie'fact thai ihi: adiniiii.-itration of 
■ft woman's will stands at-ido aud lets 
the energies of the country grow. 
The lack of royal pomp had improved 
London society. As the court lails all 
of the aristocratic drawing rooms fail. 
'The ago had ceased to be > when caro 
was taken tliat n innn was in the no- 
*" bility be,cause there wab any nobility 
in him. i-^Wealiih? had little social pres- 
tige; it still retained some power in 
..]bplitics, though in the last election 
j[V.ery member was unseated 
who tried that vonorablo path to 
glory. In illustrating the lack of 
imagination in the English, hn spoke 
of the good lord who said that the 
passage "Sermon'6 })a. ■stonea aud 
f books in the running brooks," was 
evidently misprinted, and should have 
b««o "BtrcDOQB in brooks and atonoi 



in the running brooks." The' Eng- 
lishmen hears the fabulous stories of 
the . Yankee about the golden El 
Dorado of the "West, aud invests his 
money without a thought that any 
man can have imagination enough to 
invent such a story. George Bidwell 
swindled the Bank of England by the 
effect of his imagination, and he be- 
lieved a clever Yankee could have 
played the role of the groat Cliiiniant 
with success. In alluding to the 
opinions that Englishmen Lave of 
ii^morica, he quoted the remark of a 
vestry man when some American cus- 
tom was proposed, that "America is 
the beat uountiy in the world to tell 
us what to do, but the poorest coun- 
try in the world to toll ua how to do 
it." 

Office holders were generally kept 

in as long as they wore competent and 
honest aud pensioned when thoy 
wore old. As a result there were 
rarely a betrayal of trust or malfeas- 
ance iu office. It gives England a 
contiuuous life and character, and the 
country ia free from prepetual party 
retaliation. No jjower was able to 
give office by favoritism, and a seat 
in I'arliament was regarded as high 
aLtamment by literary men, Bulwer 
regarded a seat inrPacliataent as bet- 
ter than all his novels, and, added the 
speaker., "I agree with him." The 
members serve without pay, give all 
their time, six months in the year, 
and sit from 4 in the afternoon until 2 
in the morning. They recognize a 
bore by instinct and have a great 
capacity for suppreBsiug him. After 
bo has spoken twenty minutes, the 
members begin to yawn and road 
public documents— newspapers aie 
not allowed; in five minutes more 
they begin to talk in a low voice, then 
pull down their stovepipe hats and 
shout "vide," "vido," meaning divide 
tbo houso or take a vote; in other 
words, meaning that the speaker 
shall shut up. The House was always 
ready to hear a man when he had 
anything to say, no matter if he stam- 
mered or was the poorest of speakers. 
He also described a scone where Lord 
Palmerston was cried dowii and 
compelled to take his scat because 
he was trying to speak against the 
orders of the House. The personal 
integrity of the members iu very 
great. Though some of the members 
used money to secure their election, 
there has been no I'eoeut case where a 
member has taken money for any 
cause after he had gained his position. 
In contrasting the two countries, 
Europe aud America, he said ho had 
learned tbat theory might not con- 
form to practice in one, and practice 
fail to come to theory in another. The 
England of to-day was not dead, but 
under the old customs of caste equal- 
ity was maturing, liberty after all has 
u curiously parallel development on 
both sides of the water. Uoth _yfeie 
on the same highway of ' civilization 
and were nearly abreast. Both had 
abcjlisbed slavery, and were agitating 
other great reforms. In conclusion 
hu expressed tlio belief tiiat in anoth- 
er hundred yeara the countries would 
be knit together again without divi- 
sion of interest or feeling.

P.\N'AMA, Oct. 21. — Some serious 
news up to tlie 1-lth lias readied hore 
from San Juan del Norte, Nicaragua, 
where robberies, gambling and other 
riots seem to have been the order of 
the day. All through the month of 
Septombor last many houses had been 
robbrd, and the police were quite at 
fault as to the perpetrators of the rob- 
beries. Everythiiig left out of doors 
disappeared before morning. This 
was particularly the case when a bun- 
go aiTived from Grenada. The rob- 
bcr.s liocamo so ox[)ort that t hey louk 
olYiloors and window-shutters without 
alarming the iniiiatos. After ouo of 
these bungoes started up the river the 
authorities sent and had it overhauled, 
all sorts of plunder was found in it — 
enough to stock a warehouse. The 
bulk of the plunder had been forward- 
ed ahead by the river mail steamer. 
Soma of tbo crow were arrested and 
tried. 

On the night of the liOth of Sept., 
a party of these bandits nnsenibled 
aiii-i sot out for tbo purpo.io of nssas- 
sinating the governor, the judge, and 
the public notary. They wore well 
armed with guns, pistols and mach- 
etes. The judge was not at homo, 
but the governor in response to their 
nhouts, oponod a window, when ho 
was greeted with a shower of bullets, 
one of which took effect in his shoul- 
der. The wife and daughter of tho 
governor were alightl^' '^o&nded by 
bullets which entered the bouse. The 
governor roturnod tho firo, and ko did 
tho police, one of whom was killed in 
the plazft. The robbers then ransack- 
ed the Oabildo, and broke in tho pris- 
on doors and liberated tho prisoners. 
On the morning cf Oot. 1st the foreign 
roeidenta and ownors of property met 
at tho houso of lloUoubock h. Froniau 
to oontideir what iboald be doae, A 



oommissibn Was sent ' to the rioters 
to ascertain upon what conditions 
thoy would surrender, They replied 
that tho governor and the judge must 
resign, aud othera must be appointed, 
and if they did not resign tho riotoi-a 
would fire tho town. Tho governor 
finally agreed to resign, and the act- 
ing English vice-Gousul was put iu 
charge. At last a force of 80 soldiers 
caiuu down and restored order in the 
place.

An Early Session< 

In looking over the two surviviDg 
organs of the Qovernmeut (the third 
recently kicked the bucket for want of 
popular nourishment) we are struck 

with thetuupof iiupiident and arro- 
gant assumption adopted by the lead- 
er-writers towards the members elect to 
the new House. Nearly every mem- 
ber elect is impressed with the neces* 
sity of ttn early session. It is well 
known that many r^ood bills introduc- 
ed last lesaiou by Opposition members 
were bowled over by the Governmont 
oil the pica that there was no time to 
discuss thera. It is eiiuullv notorious 
that tho oiilj good iiieHKurQ in-oiiiised 
by the Govonimeut, iu tlio Speech, viz: 
L»w Reforui, was never intjoducod at 
all for tlie Siime leuaoii — want of time. 
Now, when we piopoae to the Goveru- 
ment to call an early session with the 
express objnct of allowing the bills 
that were liiiil over last year to coma 
before the now House, vre are twitted 
by ouo organ with a desire to "era 
barrasi tho Governineul;" and by the 
othei we are loM thai tlie Guveruaieut 
ia alone compctf^ut to jiuigo of the 
wants of the country, that "the legis- 
lative needs of tho Province are on 
gifting thoir serious attoutioii," and 
that at the "proper timo" (iu "their" 
ebtimation) tho members v,ill ba culled 
toyethor, as a mere matter of form (of 
course) and invited to partake of tlie 
legislaiive diohes set before thetn, and 
then bade to run home like good boys 
and keep out of the rain! We have 
encountered some pretty hard sjifci- 
mens of cheek lu t he coiir.-o ot our 
life; but the impudent statoiuent, that 
upon the Government alone is con- 
ferred the power to prepare measures 
for passage through liie House is the 
most adamantine spociiniu ol the kind 
we have yet encouutoied. It is, pi ae- 
tically, an attempt to lide rouj^h^hud 
over the Constitution- to tell tlie mem- 
bers elect that, no matter huw gretiLiy 
they may be inoouveuieuced, or how 
much the Province ni;iy siifj'er for 
Wiiut of legial&tioii , i\linisleis are 
thf only ones who uudtr.siand the "II- 
gislatiTB netds of the country," and 
ibai ai ibe "proper tiino" the Housu 
will be called together to pass them! 
"We Bie charged, too, with "ofTerinf^ 
advice to the Govei nmeni." Goodnetis 
gracioual We trust wo .shall never bo 
found indulging in tbo extravagance 
of casting peails before swiue. We 
offered ihe Government no advice. We 
pointed out the pluiu path of duty that 
lies before them. And the only no- 
tice vouchsafed was a gross iusult of- 
fered to the elected members. The 
Government may or niuy not follow 
the beaten and well-detiued path 
pointed out to thetn. When wo sjioho 
we did so in the interest of the Pio- 
virice and tho meinbirs. \\'o adu.it 
that the last thing we thought of icrv- 
iv,g was the convenience of the Wims- 
ters — the peojjle's servants. They au- 
paid— and well paid, too — to f,'ovtiu 
the country accoidiag to the w\;,lieH of 
the people and the requirements of 
the v^onstitutiou; but we confess that 
we did com. ult tlie interests and con 
venience of members fiom a distance, 
trho, in the failure of an early se.s- 
sion, must remain at the Cnpital un- 
der heavy exi)enh,e ami to tlie Kcrious 
injury of their busiuebses four ur liv(< 
months waiting for the Ji iu.^e to 
open. The inconvenience and e.\ptjuse 
inflicted upon [irivate nicuibi-r.s by a late 
session may Mi-oni a lii^lu matter to 
iiiembers of the Government wtio all 
reaide at the ca])itul; but it proved a 
serious matter for some of mem- 
bers who last HCriSKu; weio kept hang- 
ing on tho skirts of tlic Miiiistiy until 
May! If the session be dclLiyc-i it will 
bo to furllier the Hulii.sli ends (jf Minis- 
ters who reck litllo how tho country 
is governed so long as they may be 
like "lillies of the valley, that toil not, 
neither do they spin;yot yoloiiion iu 
all his glory was not array od as one of 
them." Hliouhi the ((overninent at 
tempt to dehiy the Ke.->>.ion they will ut- 
tempt un illegality; and constitutional 
means exi»t and will be employed to 
make tbem meet the House at an ear- 
ly day.

The danadiau Titauio Iron Cara- 
pany has suspended operations and its 
stock is iu the ninrkot. Thus ends 
anolhcr attonipb to produeo iron in 
paying quantities from this particu- 
lar ore. The Company was formed in 
1871, for tho purpose of working a 
depo.sit of titanic ore in St. Urbain, 
Charlevoix County. Works wore put 
up at a cost of £80,00U storliug. Ac- 
cording to the prospectus of the Com- 
pany only 140 Bussela of charcoal per 
ton would be irequired for smelting, 
but iu fact not loss than 400 bushels 
wero required, the ore being refrac- 
tory aud containing 40 per cent, of 
titanium. Tho lowest cost of produc- 
tion at St. Urbain was $60 a ton. The 
deposits of titanic ore iu Ctiuada are 
immense, and it is to be regretted 
that meaua liave not been devised for 
profitably reducing it. 

Tho Montreal "Journal of Com- 
merce," from which we have culled 
the above facts, calls attention to the 
chauce of anotbor compauy to got 
poBses.siou of tho plant of this com- 
pauv at mneh looa tlmti nritjiual cost. 
It might, by being removed to one of 
tho inauy rich and softer iron deposUs 
in other parts of this Province, be a 
means of greatly adding to the iron 
industry of tlio country, on which 
greater demands aro every day boing 
miido owiug to the euorinous use of 
iron iu almost every article of com- 
merce. 

Those furnaces with ore equal (othat 
found in Lake Superior District, con- 
taiuing say (j2J per cent, iron, of 
which -we have large quantities in tho 
Dominion, vifuuld easily produce.uQiug 
coko or charcoal as fuel, 50 tons of 
ireu a day, a result certainly Bufficient 
to guarantee any venture made with 
thoni boing an undoubted success, 
ospecially when we keep in view that 
at present the home supply of iron is 
far short of the demand, to such a de> 
gree even that ore is imported from 
Canada into the states, melted there, 
and exported back to us manufactur- 
ed iron. 

With sufficient assurance ■- of auo- 

ceas, of which the most complete evi- 
dence can be afforded, could not some 
of our larger capitalists be induced to 
take advantage of these bintH, and 
save from ruin and idleness works 
which represent a value of £80,000 
sterling ?
